4. Member of the Panel Adolf Perandl gave a apeeeh in Chicago at 
the meeting held on the occasion of the celebration of the ennivermry 
of the Independence of Estonia on February 84th, and gave the members 
of the local Estonian Society an explanation of the problems of 
fighting against oo man lam and of the eotl Titles of the Estonian 
Consultative Pans 1 • 

6. The Panel oontlnoed the registration and classification of the 
record of the broadcasts from Tallinn, and the leads. ng Estonian 
newspaper *Fefcva Hill* from occupied Estonia, in order to get a 
picture of the social, agricultural, and sconomio situations of 
tbs psopls in Bate nla. 

6. The Panel continued tbs registration mid olasalficatlon of the 
Estonian and English newspm>ers regarding the activities of Eaton* 
Ians in exile and questions about the propov;anda against Coamunlam* 

7. The Panel held 7 meetings discussing 81 questions, received 49 
letters, and sent out 94 letters. 
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
